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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The Examiner agrees with Applicants' arguments that the prior art of record does 
not disclose or fairly suggest a surface acoustic wave (SAW) filter comprising each of 
the specifically recited features and especially wherein "a cutoff frequency on a high- 
frequency side of a pass band of said longitudinally-coupled double-mode resonator 
filter and an antiresonant frequency of said resonator are substantially equal" (claim 1 , 
the last three lines thereof). The art applied by the Examiner shows a resonator with an 
antiresonant frequency slightly higher than the pass band of the filter, which would place 
it higher than the " cutoff frequency on a high-frequency side" (emphasis added) of the 
pass band of the filter. In fact, the prior art appears to teach away from having the 
antiresonant frequency of the resonator be brought too close to the cutoff frequency on 
a high-frequency side of the filter (see e.g. the last four lines of section [0009] of the 
machine translation of JP 10-065481 provided with Applicants' arguments). 

The Examiner also agrees with Applicants' arguments that the prior art of record 
does not disclose or fairly suggest a SAW filter having each of the specifically recited 
features and also wherein "a pitch of electrode fingers in the inter-digital transducers of 
the resonator is larger than a pitch of electrode fingers in the inter-digital transducers of 
the longitudinally-coupled double-mode resonator filter" (see claim 7, the last three lines 
thereof). The Examiner noted that the pitch of the electrode fingers (i.e. measured from 
edge-to-edge or center-to-center of adjacent electrode fingers) of the resonator would 
be increased by withdrawal weighting of the resonator transducer as shown in Fig. 1 3C. 
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However, this would only increase the electrode pitch in the resonator from what it 
previously was in the same resonator, and not necessarily provide a larger pitch than 
the transducers in the longitudinally-coupled double-mode resonator filter. The 
Applicants correctly point out that the relative pitches between the resonator and the 
filter are not addressed in the prior art.
